RENO APPEALS 
TAX DECISION 
TO HIGH COURT 


Harrisburg, April 8 (AP)—Attor­ 
ney General Claude T. Reno ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme court today 
in an effort to avert a passible 
financial crisis in the state govern­ 
ment. 
He sought reversal of a Dauphin 
county court order two days ago 
holding the state franchise tax on 
foreign corporations unconstitution­ 
al. Tile decision threatened a po­ 
tential tax loss of $33,000,000. 
Reno acted upon orders of Gov- 
eronr James who termed the lower 
court’s action “a body blow” to his 
budget estimates for the coming 
biennium. 
The governor’s concern was re­ 
flected in a gravely-worded state­ 
ment lie issued shortly after the 
court ruling. 
“The lower court’s decision indi­ 
cates that new crisis may soon ar­ 
rive in the financial affairs of the 
state,” he declared. 
The decision strengthened the 
possibility of new taxes being levied 
by the present legislature.-although 
the governor asserted he intended 
to “exhaust every device’’ to avert 
them. 
From figures supplied by the state 
budget office, the governor estimat­ 
ed the commonwealth would lose 
$12,000,000 during the next bien­ 
nium and be forced to refund ap­ 
proximately 
$21,000,000 
collected 
during the last three years should 
the high court decide against the 
levy. 
Discussion of the lower court’s 
ruling and its effect on the state 
government featured the holiday 
week-end at the state capitol. Other 
developments included. 
1. Republican leaders indicated 
that partial administration support 
would be thrown to the new an­ 
thracite and relief programs pro­ 
posed for submission to the as­ 
sembly Monday night. 
2. The Department of Mines re­ 
ported hard coal 
production 
in 
Pennsylvania during 1938 slumped 
to its lowest level since 1890.
